Britons Alarmed at the Magnitade of 


the Hebrew Invasion. 


LAWS DEMANDED FOR THE RESTRICTION 
OF IMMIGRATION. 


Banished Natalie Royally Greeted in Hun- 
gary—Rumored Resignation of the Ser- 
vian War Minister—Reported Revolu- 
tionin Portugal—Russian Convicts in 
Saghalien—Krupp and the French Navy. 


Loxrpox, May 2.—Engiand is becoming 
elarmed at the exodus of destitute Hebrews 
from Russia, as large numbers of them are 
secking refuge in Great Britain. This move- 
ment has assumed such proportions that it is 
termed the Hebrew invasion of England. 
It is estimated that about 500 appeals are 
made each week to the different newspapers 
by individuals urging that the authorities 
should introduce legislation to exclude desti- 
tute aliens similar to the immigration law re- 
cently adopted by the United States.

A careful investigation of the subject tends 
to prove that about five hundred weekly is 
the correct bulk of destitate Hebrews capt- 
ured by the ‘‘sweaters’’ upon the arrival of 
the former in this country. The captured 
liebrews are then lodged in dives in the 
vicinity of the dock and work for *‘sweating’’ 
tallors at the lowest possible wages, barely 
sufficient to keep body und soul together. 

It is also shown that systematic procuration 
exists in regard to the young Hebrew girls, 
and s society has been formed of 
Hebrew ladies in order to prevent this system 
of procuration. The ladies composing this 
society have arranged tosend an inspector 
to each ship arriving here with Hebrew imm 
grants on board. These will warn 
the Hebrew girls against the dangers await- 
ing them and will see that they are not en- 
ticed imto the dens which abound in certain 
sections of London.

SICK OF SOUTH AMERICA. 


STARTLING STORIES TOLD BY RETURNED ITAL- 
IAN EMIGRANTS AND THEIR EFFECT. 


MARSEILLES, May 2.—The steamer Bearn 
from Brazilian and Argentine ports has ar- 
rived here bringing back about 700 utterly 
destitute Italian emigrants who had sought 
fortune in those countries. During the pas- 
sage from South America there were five 
deaths from yellow fever among the dis 
heartened emigrants. They teil startling 
stories of the hardships they have suffered, 
and it is expected that their return will tend 
to stop the tide of emigration flowing from 
Italy towards South America, and 
on the other hand imcrease the 
nomber of Italian ‘emigrants who will seek 
employment in the United States. In fact 
the recent increase in the number of Italian 
emigrants who have started or who are on 
the point of starting forthe United States is 
attributed in some quarters to the unfavor- 
able reports received from Italians who have 
been induced to try their tuck in South 
America. It is thas concluded that when the 
Bearn’s passengers reach Italy and per- 
sonally tell of the privations and (sickness 
endured by them in Brazil and the Argentine 
Republic, there will bea great falling off in 
the number of Itallans who have deen look 
ing towards those countries as likely to fur- 
nish them in the future with new homes and 
fortune.

framed, 

Prior to the opening of the session there 
wasa conference between the representa- 
tives ofthe various elements regarding the 
baptismal name of the new party should it 
be born. The names were numerous. 
Some favored the National party, others 
thought ‘‘The National Union’’ would be a 
captivating name. The People’s Party’’ 
found supporters and several argued that 
»The Independent Party’’ would obviate the 
charge that it was a class organization. It 
was also argued that it would be a fatal mis- 
take to adopt asa title The Union Labor

MAXIM’S FLYING MACHINE. 


An Invention Destined to Revolutionize 
Methods of Warfare. 


Wasninoton, D. O., May ®.—Hiram J. 
Maxim, one of the Americans who makes the 
guns in Europe because he can get a better 
market for them, is just now working outa 
Aying machine with which he proposes to 
revolationize methods of warfare. Mr. 
Maxim is in Washington and yesterday talked 
about his plans for a flying machine. 

It 1 can rise from the coast of France, he 
said, ‘‘sail through the air across the chan- 
nel and drop half a ton of nitro-glycerine 
upon an English city I can revolutionize the 
world. I delleve Jean do it if I live long 
enough. If I die some one will come after me 
who will be successful where I failed.’’ 

Mr. Maxim has built in a workshop near 
Kent, England, a small flying machine with a 
wooden screw as its motive power. The screw 
revolves all the way from 1,000 to 2,800 revolu- 
tions per minute. , 

What is your machine like,’’he was asked. 

„My first machine was asmall one. It was 
an inclined plane, 14 feet long and 4 feet wide 
and sailed edgewise against the air. It had 
an arm about 41 feet in length revolving on a 
circumference of 20 feet. The arm was 
movable so that it would riseand fall. 
When the machine traveled at the rate of 
thirty miles an hour it remained in the same 
plane. When the speed was increased to 
thirty-five miles it began to rise. At ninety 
miles it pulled its guy wires with such force 
that it broke them and now we have to keep 
it chained. All our experiments were con- 
ducted with the greatest accuracy. Delicate 
machinery measured the speed per minute 
and per hour, the push and the power of the 
screw, the horse power of the motor and 
every other factor.’’ 

But this little machine can hardly be of 
practical use.’’ 

‘*Very true, but nov lam at work ona 
large machine, bullt of silk and steel, that 
will do on a large scale what the other ma- 
chine does on asmall scale. We found by 
experience that one horse power will carry 
128 pounds at the rate of seventy-five miles 
an hour. We proved also that our screw 
would easily liftforty times as much on a 
plane as it propelled or as‘it could push.

Minister John Temple of St. Louis in 
Jail at Evansville, Ind. | 


HIS CRIME THE KILLING OF WARREN 
: GRAY WITH A CLUB. 


Gray Attempted to Interfere in a Quarrel 
Between Temple and His Wife and Was, 
Dealt a Fatal Blow—Temple’s St. Louis 
History—His Strange Premonition That 
He Would Not Return. 


EVANSVILLE, Ind., May .- Rev. John 
Temple, who deliberately murdered Warren 
Gray last evening, gave himself to the police 
at noon to-day. The murderer is pastor of 
St. John’s A. M. k. Church at 8t. Louis 
and was visiting with his wife, his mother - 
in-law on Fulton avenue. Temple was beat- 
ing his wife when Gray attempted to separ- 
ate them and was struck over the head witha 
club by Temple. He died from his injuries at 


12:30 last evening. 


Rev. John C. Temple is very well known 
here and hasa host of friends in the colored 
churches, some of whom were shocked this 
morning when told of the serious 
charge preferred against the former pastor. 
He came to this city from a small town in 
Illinois but previous to that he had preached 
in Kentucky, his native State. He 
was married in Kentucky and it is said ac- 
quired all his knowledge of theology and 
other studies outside of a college. He 
was a Latin scholar when 
he came here and during the three 
years he served as pastor of the Zion Meth- 
street, be- 
and Beau- 

studied and almost 
the Greek language. 
He was called to Zion Church about four years 
ago and became popular atonce. He was 
very intelligent, of fine presence and an 
excellent speaker. His sermons were very 
interesting, and he always drew a large con- 
gregation. Last year he was elected 
a delegate to the Republican 
convention in Jefferson City, and made him- 
self heard on the floor on several occasions. 
Though candid and open on almost everything 
the friends of Dr. Temple could not 
his bitter antipathy for 
Clayborne, the Presiding 
this district of the 
Methodist Church, which includes Missouri, 
parts of Dlinois, Indiana and Kentucky. Dr. 
Clayborne lived in the same partof Kentucky 
Dr. Temple came from, and after Or. 
Clayborne served his term of three years at 
the Zion Church here, Dr. Temple followed 
him and took the place of his successor Dr. 
Bruce. 
HIS BITTERNESS TOWARDS CLAYBORNE. 

Dr. Temple could never find a good word 
to say about Dr. Clayborne, it is said, 
and on several occasions when both 
were called before the conferences 
and meetings to explain the cause of the bit- 
terness that existed between them they 
would demgy that there any hard 
feelings between them. When the meeting 
was over they would have words and renew 
the old quarrel. In the A. M. E. Methodist 
Church a minister serves three years and is 
then removed to another church. He may 
be re-elected to his old position after 
serving one year in another church. 
Dr. Temple was 80 popular with his 
congregation that the conference decided to 
keep him in the city and restore him 
to his congregation on Morgan 
street at the end of the year. 
This change was made lessthanone year 
ago and Dr. Temple wasgiven charge of 
St. John’s A. M. E. Church, 1163 Eller 
street, in Carondelet. It is said he 
was jealous of his wife and very suspicious of 
her. About three weeks ago 
a sensational article was printed 
relating an exciting incident which oceurred 
in his house atthe timo. In this article Dr. 
Temple said he returned home suddenly 
and found a white man in the house whom 
he beat almost to death and then 
let him go. About the same time several 
members of his congregation filed 
charges against him questioning 
his moral character, and he was 
called before a committee of. ministers. 
The charges were found to be true and he 
was dismissed from the church, 
but not expelled.

WANT PAY WITHOUT WORK. 


The Carpenters’ Strike Committee’s E 
perience With a Queer Class. — 
Labor troubles are assuming a definite | 
shape. With the exception of the archi- 
tectural iron-workers and tin, sheet-iron and 
cornice- workers the problem is solved for the 


Quite a number of carpenters came into the 
city during the strike and were taken under 
the wing of the union and paid $6 a week for 
doing nothing. There was no means at the 
time of ascertaining whether the men really 
were carpenters or not or really wanted 
Their words bad to be taken. ; 
The new men, as a rule, were very well sat 
isfied with their $6-a-week jobs which paid 
their board and tobacco and left enough for 
an occasional drink. They did not seem dis- 
pleased either when bosses. applied for men 
that the home carpenters were sometimes 
given the preference, and shoved out of the 
strikers’ ranks to places where they could 
draw full pay. Regular union carpenters, 
that is members of the local unions, are be- 
coming scarce, however, and the new men 
have to be drawn upon when bosses apply 
for men. This does not seem to suit the ‘‘vis- 
iting’’ carpenters altogether. 
This morning a boss carpenter applied at 
Central Turner Hall for there men,offering to 
pay 40 cents an hour and the men were fur- 
nished him. Ina short time two ofthe men 
returned to the hall stating thatthe job was 
too dirty. Another carpenter who was put 
to work to-day at % cents an hour quit be- 
cause he would not work in the sun. He said 
he wanted an inside job. The way the Exe- 
cutive Committee Geals with this class of 
gtrikers is to stop their strike benefit. 

THE IRON WORKERS. 
The architectural iron workers’ strike re- 
mains the same, excepting that it wasre- 
ported at labor headquarters to-day that the 
bosses were willing to grantthe demands of 
the iron workers, but were afraid that if they 
did so they would also have to grant eight 
hours to the molders, machinists and pat- 
tern makers which are employed by the same 
firms and now work ten hours. 
A national convention of archi- 
tectural iron workers opens at 
Indianapolis on May 21 for the purpose 
of forming a national organization. The 
iron workers are well organized in local 
unions all over the country and are working 
harmoniously together and now propose to 
consolidate for the purpose of better protec- 
tion. A delegate from the striking iron 
workers of St. Louls willattend the conven- 
tion to represent the St. Louis branch. This 
means more help forthem financially, the 
strikers say. The iron workers say they 
have plenty of friends, as the local trades 
unions, they say, are helping them with 
money. They are also affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. 
Thetin, sheet iron and cornice workers 
have made terms with some of the bosses, 
but others are holding out against them. 
The men claim to have only 100 out of about 
400 men out of employment.

REJECTED THE MINIMUM SCALE. 


Action of the Directors of the World’s 
Fair on the Wage Question. 


Cuicaco, III., May 2.—Organized labor 
received a set-back anda surprise from the 
Directors of the World’s Fair last night. At 
the meeting of last Friday evening the out- 
look was very favorable for an agreement 
upon a minimum scale of wages, but last 
night’s meeting reversed all this action and 
it declared against granting the demands. 
Ex-President Gage said after the meeting 
that he saw no way by which the matter can 
be reopened. Soon after the meeting opened 
the committee in charge of the matter pre- 
sented a lengthy report setting forth the 
arguments made by the labor organizations, 
the granting ofthe demand for arbitration 
and eight hours and proceeds to give reasons 
why the minimum wage scale cannot be con- 
ceded. The report says in part: 

The propositions involve the making of a law by 
the corporation which shall fix the terms or at least a 
minimum rate of wages between other parties who 
must contract together, viz.: The employer and the 
employed. Such a course if adopted by this corpora- 
tion would be without a precedent either in State or 
rivate cor-

THE DEAD AT HOESPOND. 


THIRTEEN LABORERS KILLED BY YES- 
TERDAY’S EXPLOSION. 


Twenty-Two Wounded— Dragging the 
River for Missing Bodies—Steamer 
Ashore—Struck by a Falling Stone— 
Bitten by « Mad Dog. 


TaRRYTOWN, N. I., May 20.—Little remains 
at Hoespond,a mile from here onthe New 
York Central Road to tell the tale 
ofthe explosion which yesterday morning 
killed thirteen persons and horribly wounded 
twenty-two others. The workmen had filled 
up the hole made bythe explosion, repaired 
the tracks and piled away the 
debris. Travel was going on as usual. 
At the hospitals the wounded are doing as 
well as could be expected. The funerals 
of dead will probably take place 
to-morrow and the inquest next 
Monday. Testerday it was reported that 
thirteen men were dead and five others miss- 
ing. This morning, so far as can be ascer- 
tained, the number of the dead that are 
actually known is 18. This is official from Cor- 
oner Mitchell. The Coroner reports that 
from the information that he has 
he still Delieves that there are five 
bodies in the river. The Coroner says that 
these men’s names or numbers have not been 
checked from the list of those who are sup- 
posed to have been on the car at the 
time of the explosion and the men are still 
missing. The river is being dragged for 
their bodies. Two men who were fish- 
ing on the banks of the river near 
the scene of the explosion are reported to 
have been blown into the river. This re- 
port, however, cannot be verified until the 
men who are dragging the river have com- 
pletéd their labors. 


STRUCK BY A FALLING STONE. 

CINCINNATI, May 2.—Rev. H. J. Hamilton 
of Homestead, Pa., a delegate tothe Baptist 
convention which is being held in this city, 
was fatally injured about 2 o’clock this morn- 
ing while passing a building in course of e re- 
pairsonthe corner of Fourth and Walnut 
streets, a large stone falling fromthe third 
story and striking him on the head.

FAILED FOR $1,000,000. 


Liabilities of the Davis Shoe Co. May 
Exceed That Figure. 


Boston, Mass., May 2.—The liabilities of 
the Davis Shoe Co., with manufactories at 
Richmond, Va., Kennebunk, Me., and Lynn, 
Mass., are said to exceed $1,000,000. The Hon. 
Joseph Davis, formerly President of the cor- 
poration, has made a personal assignment. 
Taken altogether it is the largest failure in 
the shoe trade in nearly a year. The as- 
signees are President Moses Williams of the 
Third National Bank of Boston, and B. F. 
Spinney of Inn. The failure has created a 
great sensation, for the house was con- 
sidere‘ one of the strongest financially. Its 
credit was excellent, although it had been 
a little slow in meeting its bills 
in the. past three months. It 
is known thatthe company lost $115,000 by 
the recent failure of J. & A. Simpkinson & 
Co. of Cincinpati and itis hinted by those in 
a position to know that the failure of the 
Potter-Lovell Co. was another factor in 
bringing about the crash.

The commissioners appointed to assess the 
damages the Merchants’ Bridge & Terminal 
Co. should pay the Missouri Pacific 
road fora right of Way tnrough the latter 
company’s yards to the Union De- 
dot flied their report in court 
at St. Charles this morning. They also 
left copies of their report with the 
interested companies in that city.

award. The decision of the commission is 
anything but satisfactory tothe Merchants’ 
Bridge Co. President Rainwater says they 
only used a strip of ground in 
the Missouri Pacific yards 150 feet 
long by 10 feet wide, or 1,500 square feet, and 
$25,000, or $50,000 at the outside, he 
thought, would be a fair award. 
Allthe Merchants’ Terminal Company om 
cers he had seen were displeased, but he did 
not know what they would do about 
the matter.

But even if they have voted three or four 
millions more to the Indians than was ab- 
solutely necessary to extinguish Indian 
titles and put the opening of the Territory 
beyond the reach of dilatory and ob- 
structive litigation, it does not seem in- 
cumbent on St. Louis to take the lead in 
denouncing their conduct, opposing the 
payment and further delaying the opening. 
Under all the acts of Congress yet passed, 
the Indians will get no more than the land 
is worth. All the money paid or appro- 
priated to be paid is not only far less than 
the value of the land, but less than the 
opening of the Territory to settlement is 
worth to St. Louis or to any one of the 
contiguous States. ! 
A populous new State will occupy the 
present site of the Indian Territory in less 
than five years after the letting down of 
the Government bars that now exclude 
white settlement, and by merely permit- 
ting that new State to be, the Government 
will do as much for St. Louis as it has 
done for Chicago by creating three new 
States out -of Sioux Indian land in the 
Northwest. Theonly object yet accom- 
plished by keeping the Indian Territory 
out of the market, was the forcing of set- 
tlers into the Northwest to build new 
States in Chicago’s vacant territory.

NOLAND’S MISTRIAL 

The discussion of the instructions given 
to the Noland jury makes one proposition 
at least perfectly clear. It shows that we 
have a badly muddled code of criminal 
jurisprudence—a hotch-potch of common 
law and statute law, tangled up with a be- 
wildering jumble of case law, consisting 
of conflicting and irreconcilable Supreme 
Court decisions. 

It is notoriously a rarecase in which the 
trial judge can, with due deference to the 
Supreme Court, refuse to give contradict- 
ory or confusing instructions to the jury. 
Extremely rare also are the cases in which 
persons with money and strong backing 
fail to get a verdict of guilty against 
them set aside on the ground of 
error in the rulings or instruc- 
tions of the trial judge. He can hardly 
ever guess which one of the Supreme Court’s 
contradictory decisions will govern its 
next decision, or be quietly ignored with- 
out being formally reversed and eliminated 
from the catalogue of governing decisions. 
When he tries to follow all of them and 
give all the precise instructions both sides 
are entitled to under them, he can scarcely 
be blamed if the result confuses rather than 
instructs the jury. They are just as com- 
petent to reconcile contradictory decisions 
as he is, and He has no power to prevent 
them from taking improper advantage of 
the conflict. 

The worst result of it all is seen in the 
effort to excuse a very tender-footed prose- 
cution and the failure of six jurymen to 
vote according to the law and the evidence 
by laying the blame on the Judge for giv- 
ing a particular instruction, which it is 
admitted he could not refuse. It is ad- 
mitted that he gave the antidote with the 
poison, but it is said that NoLAND’s 
friends on the jury were thus given an op- 
portunity to take the poison and reject the 
antidote. But no hair-splitting can shift 
the responsibility for that mistrial. It 
rests with the six jurymen whom no evi- 
dence could convince of NOLAND’s guilt, 
or with the prosecution which declined to 
show how he used any of the money, and 
with the muddled condition of our criminal 
jurisprudence,

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THE NEW POLITICAL MOVEMENT. 


It is vain for party organs to hoot down 
the third party convention in Cincinnati. 
That conference is undoubtedly the result 
of an earnest protest against great wrongs 
existing under present conditions, and 
many of the delegates have a sincere belief 
in the righteousness of their mission and 
are earnestly endeavoring to bring about 
needed reforms. 

On the other hand many wild and dan- 
gerous schemes are represented in the con- 
ference and may prevent the construction 
of a platform which will appeal to the 
sound judgment of the people. But the 
protest against political wrong-doing 
which it embodies has a foundation on 
facts recognized by the mass of the people.

The Conductors Decide to Keep Their 
Headquarters in Cedar Rapids. 


THE CONVENTION TO WIND UP IT6 BUSI- 
NESS WITH TO-DAY'S SESSION. 


The Delegates Will All Leave for Home 
To-Morrow Morning—Toledo Chosen as 
the Place for Holding the Next Conven- 
tion—Amendments Made in the Consti- 
tution: Which Favor Clark. 


The convention of the Order of Railway 
Conductors are hard at work this morning, 
hoping tocomplete their business to-night, 
andin fact that isthe programme decided 
upon. Druids’ Hall, Ninth and Market 
street, is crowded with delegates, there also 
being quite a number of visitors 
in the galleries, but not so many 
as during the earlier part of the session. 
The interest, which was keen at first, is 
lagging now, and there is but one expressed 

re—to get through and go home. All the 
more important business, with the exception 
of the settling of the headquarters question, 
has been finished, most of the decisive voting 
being done yesterday afternoon. 

The next convention goes to Toledo where 
are located the ueadquarters of the Brother- 
hood, At that convention aneffort to bring 
about an amalgamation will be made. But 
the order must change their constitution in 
several respects, especially where it touches 
upon labor troubles, before any very reason- 
able hope of success as to this move can be 
indulgedin. The matter sof amendments is 
under consideration this afternoon being up 
for third reading and without doubt will be 

before final adjournment is taken to- 

night. While there is nothing radical in the 

proposed. amendments, they nevertheless 

give the Executive Committee power to take 

decisive action under certain circumstances. 
REPORT OF THE FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Yesterday the Finance Committee presented 
their report, which embodied certain 
changes, and after considerable discussion 
the same was referred back for further con- 
sideration by the committee, which again re- 
ported this morning to nearly the same 
effect. The report shows that there is a 
$11,767.49, a part of the 
same being a deficit of $5,617.68 
carried over from last year. This report was 
no surprise, the members claim, aud it has 
been well known for some time that the 
treasury was depleted. A recommendation 18 
made that the Conductor, official organ of the 
order, be published monthly instead of semi- 
monthly, and the position of editor, witha 
salary of $1,800 a year, be abolished. Grand 
dues were recommended to be raised from $1 
to $1.50 as a per capita tax to aid in paying off 
the accrued indebtedness of the order. 

The committee are of the opinion that the 
legal expenses during the past year have 
been exorbitant; and that the retainer fee, 
— is $500, has been placed entirely too 

gh. 

A recommendation that the Grand Chief 
Conductor and Grand Secretary must act to- 
gether in buying the supplies for the order is 
made, and that all subordinates be subject to 
the Grand Chief Conductor at all times. It 18 
also recommended that the Grand Finance 
Committee be abolished, and that the Execu- 
tive Committee be empowdered to remove 
grand officers: at any time, and that 
all moneys oof the order must be 
deposited in a bank selected for 
the purpose the bond of the grand chief con- 
ductor and grand secretary to be $50,000 each 
on and after Jan, i, 1892. The recom- 
mendation created considerable merriment, 
because of the large bond and an empty 
treasury. With a few minor amendments 
the report was adopted this morning with 
exception of those recommendations in rela- 
tion to insurance. 

SLIGHTLY IN FAVOR OF CLARK. 

The amendments made are slightly in 
favor of Grand Chief E. E. Clark, 
who has clearly shown his opposition 
to the power which has heretofore been 
in the Grand Secretary, being that 
of purchasing all the supplies and running 
the Secretary’s office to suit himself. The 
way the matter now stands the power of 
purchase is divided between the two, while 
Mr. Clark is given control over the assist - 
ants. 

This action probably settles the differences 
between the two gentlemen, both of whom 
have been more or less successful. Mr. 
Daniels secured re-election despite the op- 
position to him. The strike clause, only 
partially favorable to Mr. Clark, has been 
adopted, and it 168 said that Mr. 
Daniels did not make any great 
opposition tothe same, but this amendment 
is not thoroughly covered as yet, and severai 
other changes are necessary before an amal- 
gamationcan be effected without trouble. 
The Grievance Committees are given some 
new powers in investigating matters of dis- 
cussion between employe and employer, but 
take no action except through the Grand 
Chief, backed by a two-thirds vote of those 
affected. Subordinate Grievance Committees 
to be formed upon all systems where there 
are three or more divisions. 

CEDAR RAPIDS RETAINS THE HEADQUARTERS. 

At this morning’s session a long and ant 
mated discussion as to the location of per- 
manent headquarters was indulged in. 
Cedar Rapids wili retain them despite the ef- 
forts of St. Louisand Indianapolis to secure 
them. F. D. Hartel, Grand Junior Conductor 
elect, fought hard for St. Louis, but the op- 
position was strong. The entire Southern 
delegation, who were supposed to be in favor 
of St. Louis, were found to be opposed 
to a removal when the matter 
came up for action. They ar- 
gued that while St. Louis was the favorite 
with them, nevertheless they were opposed 
to taking any action at this time, as 
the members were not prepared to un- 
dertake such a mammoth scheme as the 
building of a $1,000,000 hotel, and that it woulda 
take at the very least a year to 
educate them’ up to such a thing. Be- 
sides this St. Louls was compelled to fight the 
premature ambitions of several. Western 
cities, including Denver and Omaha, as well 
as Indianapolis, her most formidable rival 
for the headquarters. While St. Louis 
did not win she defeated Indianapolis, and 
when the vote was called it was found 
impossible to decide the matter 
because of the strong opposition to 
either of the schemes proposed. One con- 
sideration was the low state of the funds in 
thetreasury at the present time, which, to- 
gether with the question of amalgamation,oc- 
cupying every mind, made it undesirable to 
undertake the hotel scheme, the favorite of

WORTHLESS BAIL BONDS. 


Why Italians Are Objected to As Bonds- 
men in New York Courts. 

New York, May 2.—When Judge Bartlett 
of Brooklyn admitted Antonio Nicole, an 
Italian accused of carrying a stiletto, to 
$1,000 bail last week, District Attorney Ridge- 
way objected. He said the man would bring 
Italians to go upon his bond and thatjitalians’ 
bonds were no good. 

„We generally find that an Italian win 
justify in any amount and dispose of his 
property next day.’’ 

District Attorney Ridgeway has good reason 
for his objection to Italian bondsmen. He 
said yesterday: ‘‘I cannot of course say that 
Italians conspire to get off their countrymen 
on false bonds and thus enable them to skip 
bail and leave usin the lurch, but it looks 
that way. Ican only relate the facts and let 
you draw your own inference.’’ 

The facts were pointed out on the records 
of the office by J. J. White, the clerk in 
charge of the department of Mr. Ridgeway’s 
office. 

There are several instances on record dur - 
ing the last four years, said Mr. White, in 
which Italians accused of crime or of carry- 
ing concealed weapons have been released on 
bonds furnished by Italians and have jumped 
their bail. In none of these cases has the 
city been able to collect from the bondsmen. 
In two cases the bondsmen died before the 
cases were pushed to final action. One of 
the three was Santi, who gave bonds of $200 
for Henri Cornell, who jumped his bail.;When 
Santi died we discontinued action upon find- 
ing that it would cost more to collect than to 
let the matter drop. The other was Luis 
Armelini, who offered property on Park av- 
enue as security. Execution in this case was 
returned unsatisfied, but before we could 
push the matter further, the man died and 
we discontined for the same reason as in the 
case of Santi. 

The other five cases show definitely that 
Italian bonds are absolutely worthiess in this 
country. Here isthe case of Wm. T. Bim, 
who offered property in security for $1,500 
ball. The accused disappeared and when we 
proceeded against Bim we found that he did 
not own the property named in the bond. He 
had owned it at the time, it appeared, but 
afterwards it had been transferred, and it 
had been transferred twice afterwards. The 
purchasers of the property swore they had 
bought it in good faith, and as we could not 
prove that Bim had transferred it for 
purposes of fraud we had to let 
it go. Bim appeared again a year later as 
bondsman fora fellow-countryman, but we 
refused to accept him. Then there was the 
case of M. Favello, who offered property on 
bonds of $2,000 for an Italian. After the de- 
fendants fled we found that Favello, too, had 
transferred his property. Quite similar were 
the cases of Domenico Spinnelll, Frank Furey 
and of Antonio Jura and Cregeszzo Galo, 
jointly. In each of these three instances the 
ball was to the city in $1,000. 

Ve do not see any way out of this dificul- 
ty, except torefuse Italians as bondsmen. 
So crowded are our dockets that ball cases 
must positively lay over,and some times 
men are out on bail for six months or more 
before they are broughttotrial. The bonds- 
men holds his property two or three months 
and then transfers it. What can be done? 
There isno law compelling him to keep his 
property until we try the case, and a county 
bail bond cannot be held as a lien against the 
property, for we are not authorized to regis- 
ter it as such. I understand that in New 
York the law is more favorable to jystice and 
that the bondsman, when he signs the ban 
bond, practically confesses judgment to that 
amount. 

However that may be, when, as is invari 
ably the case, all hands swear that the trans- 
fer of the propgrty was made in good faith, 
we have nothing to do but to accept the 
issue and lose both the prisoner and his bail. 
That is why we object to accept Italians as 
bondsmen.’’

Rev. F. Kuegele, the President of the Con- 
ference, Makes an Address on the Posi- 
tion of His Church—Election of Officers

Church. 


The National English Evangelical Lutheran 
Conference was opened at 10 o’clock this 
morning at Bethlehem Church, Salisbury and 
Nineteenth streets, of which Rev. C. J. Jan- 
zow is pastor. The morning services were of 
a purely religious nature, Rev. F. Kuegele, 
President of the conference, delivering the 
opening address. 

The conference, which meets every three 
years, is attended by delegates from all parts 
of the Union, wherever the English Lutheran 
Church is established, Among the 
delegates present this morning were 
Rev. Wm. Dallmann of Baltimore, Md. ; Rev. 
Chag. Spannuth, Pittsburg, Pa.; Rev. Oscar 
Kaiser, Buffalo, N. Y.: Kev. A. Sloan Bar- 
tholomew, Springdale, Ark,; Rev. A. Rader, 
Marshfield, Mo.; Rev. I. B. Rader, Webster 
County, Mo.; Rev. L. M. Wagner, Graveiton, 
Mo,; Rev. Adam Detzer, St. Paul, Minn.; 
Rev. Frederick Adams, St. Louis; Rev. Fred 
erick Kuegele, Coiner, Va.; Rev. H. H. Knab- 
enschuh, Springfield, ni.; Rev. Theodore 
Hugli, New Orleans, La.; Rev. Frederick 
Kroeger, Pendleton County, W. Va., and 
Rev. A. Meyer, Winfleld, Kan. 

Profs, Martin Gunther, A. Graebner, F. 
Pieper, R. Lange and G. Hoeckhardt of the 
Concordia Theological Seminary st. Louis 
were also delegates. Amongthe prominent 
lay delegates were Mr. George Menkel of 
Baltimore, Mr. Meyers of Gravelton, Mo., 
and Mr. Elijah Comer of Comer, Va. 
About forty delegates in all were present at 
this morning session. A number of delegates 
who are expected have not arrived in the 
city t. 

THE MORNING SERVICES. 

The morning services were opened by the 
reading of a Scriptural passage by Rev. 
Frederick Adams of St. Louis, the verse 
being taken from the fourth chapter 
of St. Paul's Epistle to Timothy, after which 
a hymn was sung. Rev. Kuegele then as- 
cended the pulpit and offered a prayer for 
the success of the conference. Dr. Kuegele 
read from the fifteenth chapter of the 
Prophecies of Isaiah, verses 19 to 21, 
inclusive. Dr. Kuegele in his address said 
thatan unbiased study of history must lead 
men to a realization ofthe truth. Luther did 
not proclaim a new gospel. He only restored 
an everlasting old pel. In this day it is 
proclaimed in many towns and many na- 
tions. Though Luther for many centuries 
is lying in the grave his gospel lives. Dr. 
Kuegele then referred to the last meeting of 
the conference, two anda half years ago, in 
the same church, when the church body was 
organized to perpetuate the teachings of 
Lather. The work had prospered. 

The teachings of the Lutheran church, 
he continued, were the doctrines of God. 
The conference was brought together to 
promuigate those doctrines. The sacred 
duty devolving upon the members was to 
separate the truth from falsehood. Men now 
have very little regard for the 
truth. They labor together, but whether 
their teachings are strictly in accordance 
with the Bible makes little difference. The 
Lutheran Church does not hold that outside 
its fold there is no truth. It acknowledges 
among other sects some who preserve the 
truth. It is not true, as has been said, that 
the Lutherans condemn all other denomina- 
tions, but it must condemn those whose 
teachings it cannot approve. 

The Scriptures must be searched in order to 
‘‘separate the precious from the vile,’’ 
and all churches which teach doctrines 
contrary to the words of the Lord 
cannot be admitted to communion by 
worthy followers of the Lutheran Church. 
Any Lutheran who for worldly motives or to 
please men would allow himself to be so as- 
sociated is not worthy to be called a disciple 
of Luther. The address closed with a call to 
the members present to adhere strictly to the 
doctrines of Luther and depend on strength 
from above for aid. 

The Lord's Prayer was then recited, after 
which another hymn was sung and a prayer 
recited, led by Dr. Adams. Benediction was 
then given, after which the meeting closed, 
to meet this afternoon to elect officers for the 
next three years. The present officers are 
Rev. F. Kuegele of Coiner, Va., President; 
O. F. Lange of St. Louis, Treasurer, and 0. 
F. W. Meyer of Gar Creek, Ind., Secretary.

HENSON MUST HANG 


The Supreme Court Affirms the Verdict 
in His Case. 


HE LEARNS HIS FATE WITHOUT sHOW- 
ING ANY FEELING. 


The Notorious Thatch Grady Arrested in 

Louisville for Attempting to Rob a 

% Pocket—Two Women Fight and 

One Uses a Hatchet on the Other’s 
Head—Police News. 


Unofficial information was received at the 
Four Courts this morning announcing that 
late yesterday afternoon in division No. 2of 
the State Supreme Court at Jefferson 
City, Judge Thomas affirmed the finding of 
the St. Louis Criminal Court in the case of 
Henry Henson, and fixed the date of execu- 
tion for July 2. 

Henry Henson was convicted of the bratal 
murder of his wife Ida. The woman wasa 
widow when she married Henson and the two 
kept a cheap lodging house at #5 South 

street. On the night of Feb. 4, 


by breaking downon the witness- - 
der the severe cross-examination of Circuit 
Attorney Clover. 
Attorneys Muivihill, McGinniss and Dodge 
then carried the case tothe Supreme Court, 
before which tribunal final 
were made on April 22. Henson was seen in 
his cell in the Four Courts zall this morning 
and inforu ed of the final action in his case. 
He seemed but little affected at the fateful 
intelligence, but said: 

HOW HE TAKES THE VERDICT. 

am surprised for I thought I would cer- 
tainly get a new trial. I have always said 
that I shot my wife accidentally and I will 
say the same on the gallows. There was no 
jealousy between us. My attorneys will now 
make an effort to secure another bearing 
before the Supreme Court, and failing in 
that, ask the Governor to commute the 
sentence. 

Four Courts officials are convinced that 
none of the authorities empowered will take 
any further action in the case, and as soon as 
the Clerk of the Supreme Court certifies the 
finding to Clerk Pattison of the Criminal 
Court, Sheriff Staed and his deputies will 
commence preparations forthe execution, 
the gallows in the jail-yard being in poor re- 
pair. Henson is a stolid-looking German, 
weighing about 300 pounds.

PRESBYTERIAN CREED. 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON REVISION OF 
THE CONFESSION OF FAITH. 

Derrotrr, Mich. May 2.—The report of the 
committee appointed at the last Presbyterian 
General Assembly on revision ofthe confes- 
sion of faith will probably be submitted to 
the assembly which meets on Thursday in this 
city. It is possible that the work of the com- 
mittee will be sent to the Presbyteries for 
their consideration without discussion, but 
that is hardly probable. After the Presby- 
teries have passed judgment upon the report, 
it will be revised by the committee and sent 
to the next assembly for adoption. 

The committee frankly admits that its rec 
ommendations will mot satisfy everyone. 
The conservative branch of the church, 
which opposed all revision of the creed, will 
read with satisfaction that at the outset it 
was decided that ‘‘no alterations nor amend- 
ments be proposed that would in any way 
impair the integrity of the reformed or Cal- 
vanistic system of doctrine taught in the 
confession.’” Two chapters have been in- 
serted in the book, one relating to the work 
of the Holy Spirit, and the other to the uni- 
versal offer of the gospel. 

The greatest change in the book, as was 
expected, has taken place in the third chap- 
ter, which treats of the eternal decrees. This 
has been recast rather than rewritten, and 
the expressions considered objectionable by 
sO many have disappeared. One of the 
changes which will meet with general ap- 
proval in the Presbyterian Church is the 
statement regarding Roman Catholics. They 
are no longer called ‘‘Papists’’ and ‘‘Idola- 
tors, but are included among the adher- 
ents of faise religions.’ 


NOVEL CHURCH SOCIETY. 

MILWaUKEE, Wis., May 2.—The Rev. 
Father Joseph Durin, pastor of the st. 
Joseph's Catholic Church, is organizer, pro- 
moter and director general ot the Deliver- 
ance Society, the home officeof which is at 
the 8t. Joseph Rectory. The objects of the 
society are to save souls in purgatory and the 
prospectus says that the society is organized 
on the same principle as a mutual insurance 
company. The admission fee is Scents and 
regular dues 10 cents, and no reserve fund. 
All contributions will be immediately used in 
the celebration of mass for the deliverance of 
souls in purgatory. Father Durin says that 
his idea originated with himself and is ap- 
proved by brother priestsand his superiors, 
that he believes inapplying business methods 
in organizing good Catholics, thereby uniting 
their efforts in saving souls which unfor- 
tumately are at present in purgatory. The 
society is in a flourishing condition and al- 
ready has secured several hundred members.

At 12:30 p. m. lunch is served, the meal con- 
sisting of a thick juicy steak, stale bread, a 
bottle of English ale and a little fruit. He 
rests until 2:30 and then starts upon an eight- 
mile tramp across the hills accompanied by 
one of his trainers, Onthe return journey 
Corbett indulges in several sprints and 
reaches homein a profuse perspiration. A 
bath and rub down follow and the time is 
then spent as his fancy diciates until the sup- 
per bell rings at 6 o’clock. This meal consists 
in the main of a plain joint of beef or mutton, 
vegetables, rice pudding and ale. 

Jim varies the monotony of training by 
rowing on the blue water of Sausalito Bay 
and practicing base ball in the fields, When 
the weather is warm enough to warrant it, 
he enjoys a plunge in the ‘‘briny’’ both in the 
early morning and after he has rested suf- 
ficiently from his afternoon tramp. Life 
never grows weary with him at Sausalito by 
the sea, for the ferry steamers carry a pumber 
of visitors to the young Californian’s rural 
retreat daily. 

He is an especial favorite with the members 
of the theatrical professsion, and a season at 
a San Francisco theater would be deemed in- 
complete did it not include a visit to Jim Oor- 
bett. His old clubmates and pupils of the 
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p witha tour ot the country, which 
net him a large 6nOugh sim to keep 
comfort for life.
